Senator Pleads ‘No Vote’

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 15.— 
(P)—The state democratic executive 
committee meets here tomorrow to, 
among other things, determine the 
status as candidates for office of dem- 
ocrats who refused to support the 
partys presidential candidate last 
year, regardless of their reasons there- 
for. Ordinary voters who “bolted” 
are to be given only passing consider- 
ation. | ! 

Uppermost consideration was being 


given to the cases of United -States 


Senator J. Thomas Heflin, who has 
said he voted the democratic ticket in 
its entirety with the exception of the 
presidential nominee, and Hugh A. 
Locke, of Birmingham, a candidate 
for governor in the democra‘ic pri- 
mary of next August. Locke was one 


of President Hoover's most outspoken 
champions among ‘the deisocrats of 
the state last year. 


Heflin as Independent. 


Senator Heflin stumped the state 
for Hoover during the general election 
campaign, opposing Alfred E. Smith 
on ‘his prohibition record, Tammany 
affiliations and Catholicism. Locke 
did likewise, explaining his stand on 
“general principles.” 

It was generally conceded by demo- 
cratic leaders arriving today for the 
preliminary parleys incident to the 
committee meeting that both Heflin 
and Locke will be independent candi- 
dates in the event of the committce 
reading them out of the party. Neither 
had expressed himself formally on this 
question, but the belief prevails gen- 
erally. 

What action the committee will 
take on the “party boltera’” status 
remained an enigma today. The state- 
ment of Chairman E. W. Pettus, of 
Selma, last night in which he was 
quoted as forecasting: the exclusion 
from participation in the primary of 
persons who refused to follow the lead 
of democratic leaders was thought in 
some quarters to have given added 
zest to the cause of those adhering 
to sentiments he expressed.

Scoring the practice of placing de- 
partment of justice agents in federal 
prisons as spies, through the instru- 
ment of fraudulent commitment 
papers, as being “unjust and unwise” 
and “open to severe criticism,” the 
National Society of Penal Informa- 
tion, an organization regarded as tlie 
highest authority on prison matters 
in the country, has just released a 
handbook in which the Atlanta in- 
stitution is specifically treated.

Skull Unearthed in 


China May Prove Fos-

sils of Man’s Ancestors. 


PEIPING, China, Dec. 15.—(4)— 
Scientists today hinted that 10 skele- 
tons unearthed simultaneously with an 
unbroken skull found in the quarries 
at Chow Outien, 30 miles from here, 
may be the nearest approach yet made 
to finding the ancestors of the human 
race. 

The skull was unearthed by a Chi- 
nese geologist, who claimed it belonged 
to a species of the famous “Pseking 
man,” the “Sinanthropus Pekinensis,” 


said to be associated with the period 
of the. Piltdown skull and Java ape 


man. 

While the scientists who knew the 
secret were sworn to secrecy, it was 
understood here that they regard the 
discovery as perhaps the greatest hu- 
man find ever made. ‘The skull, as 
well as the 10 skeletons, were said to 
be in a splendid state of preservation. 
The scientists continued their search 
in hope of finding more skulls. Nine 
of the skeletons were headless. 

The discoveries were made in the 
limestone quarries where the “monkey 
man” jaw teeth were found in 192s. 
The location of the skeletons was said 
to have convinced the _ discoverers 
that the ancient home of a distinct 
type of primitive man had been dis- 
covered. 

lit was understood that the scien- 
tists believe that with the various 
skeletons, as well as the complete 
skull, they have material enough io 
reconstruct the entire drama of the 
iife of the pre-historic colony, or at 
least to sketch a portrait of man as 
he existed in the region of Peiping 
more than a million years ago. 

In addition to the human skull and 
skeletons, the fossil skull of a rhin- 
ocerous and heaps of bones believed 
to be those of other animals were

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—(A)—Japan- 
ese delegates are prepared to declare 
their favor of postponement of the re- 
placement of capital ships. at 
the London armament’ conference 
in January because it would lighten 
the “burden of their national budget. 
Reijiro Wakatsuki, former premier of 
Japan and leader of the delegation, 
said here tonight. 

“While there will be no change sug- 
gested in the ratio of capital ships,” 
Mr. Wakatsuki said, ‘“‘we stand ready 
to bring up the question of replace- 
ment of time-worn battleships with 
new craft, which was pointed out as 
necessary at the Washington confer- 
ence, We will agree to postpone the 
building of new ships because such ac- 
tion would lighten the burden upon 
the national treasury. 


“Insofar as auxiliary craft are con- 
cerned, however, Japan not only de- 
sires but will insist upon retaining 
|a 70 per cent tonnage as compared 
with powers having the greatest nava! 
‘strength. We are satisfied with some 
lesser foree than other countries, but 
exhaustive studies have convinced us 
we must insist upon this ratio. The 
i strength we insist upon clearly would 
not constitute a menace to any power 
and shows no idea of offensive.

But where were the white wig and 
billowing black robe of the judge, that 
aze-hallowed uniform which symbolizes 
for all Britons the awful majesty of 
The Law’. And the attorney who was 
pouring forth his eloquence with such 
scant visible effect upon the “twelve 
good men and true” was innocent of 
the little «tring wig and long black 
sown without which no barrister is 
considered fit to plead in Britain. 
Moreover, the accused was sitting with 
his friends, almost in the front row of 
the’ spectators, instead of being im- 
prisoned in a pulpit-like “dock” guard- 
ed by two solemn-looking “bobbies.” 
And the witnesses could sit at ease in 


a chair set for them by the judge's 


dais instead of being compelled to 
mount another pulpit, there to shift 
uneasily from one leg to the other un- 
der the withering sarcasm of cross- 
examining counsel. On the whole, it 
seemed to me that to be tried in an 
American court must be a more com- 
fortable ordeal than that which faces 
us when we get on the wrong side of 
the law at home. 
Unique Feature of System. 

So much for what I have seen im 
Atlanta. But what I have seen and 
heard in other parts of the Union em- 
boldens me to criticize one feature of 
the judicial structure of this country 
which is, I believe, unique. 

The American system of electing 
state judges, attorneys and a horde of 
minor officials by popular vote may 
be plausible democratic theory, but 
the test of any theory is its working. 
Does this system produce in practice 
what the people want? 

I cannot help but be impressed by 
the fact that nearly every thinking 
American. whether members of the 
legal profession or not, with whom I 
have discussed this matter has told me 
that the administration of justice in 
this country suffers severely from the 
mediocre talents and experience of 
many who are elected to perform 
this vital duty. Few lawyers of out- 
standing ability will give up good 
practices in order to solicit hordes of

I have been assured by friends who

judge hanging in a_ speakeasy, the 
favorite “hangout” of a local gunman 
whose friend he was; and I have been 
shown photographs of judges, legal of- 
ficials and notorious gangsters seated 
together around the banquet table. Is 
that how the “democratic” theory 
works? Is that what the people want? 

There is nothing surprising in the 
fact that such scandals should occur 
from time to time, and that aspersions 
on the integrity or competence of the 
minor officers of the law should be 
too common among ordinary citizens. 
The wonder is that it has .not been 
worse. 
ment by the people may have worked 


ancient Athens, where most of the la- 
bor was performed by slaves and the 
citizens were free to devote ample 
time to the consideraion of public af- 
fairs. It may become practicable 
again in the dim future, when ma- 
chines shall have released mankind 
from all but a few hours’ toil a day. 
But we have not reached that happy 
state today. 

The overwhelming mass of the citi- 
zens must devote by far the greater 
part of their energies and time to sat- 
isfying their needs and those of their 
dependents. How, then, can they give 
the thought necessary to fit them to 
decide the multifarious problems of 
executive government and to choose 
men for tasks demanding special 
training and ability? In a community 
of hundreds of thousands, how can 
they select the best man from many 
candidates for the difficult task of 
administering justice in accordance 
with the law? Small wonder if they 
blindly vote the lists of unknown 
names supplied by party bosses or 
do not vote at all.

136 MARTYRED 
BRITISH PRIESTS 
ARE BEATIFIED 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 15.—()— 
The beatification of 136. British 
priests and Catholic? laymen, mar- 
tyred for their faith in the period 
between 1594 and 1679, was proclaim- 
ed today in the course of a solemn 
mass in St. Peter's Basilica. Cardinal 
Bourne and a large English pilgrim- 
age headed by the Duke of Norfolk 
and families related to the martyrs, 
attended. 

In the afternoon Pope Pius XI de- 
scended to St. Peter's to venerate the 
images and relics of those newly beat- 
ified. He was accompanied by Car- 
dinal Dougherty, of Philadelphia, who 
also had attended the morning cere- 
money. 

Among the more conspicuous per- 
sons thus entitled to have “blessed” 
written before their names are Fathers 
John Roberts, Robert Southwell. Phil- 
lip Howard, Earl of Arundel and John 
Ogilvie.

Secreiarv of State Stimson refused 
to comment on the dispatch from Lon- 
don describing the contents of the 
white paper issued by Foreign Secre- 
tary Henderson and containing the 
British thesis. Without committing 
himself to any future expfession of 
opinion, Stimson suggested-he would 
require some time before deciding 
what effect the British theory would 
have upon the question of freedom 
of the seas. 

As reported from London, thé 
British theory is that under existing 
international commitments there 
could be no neutrals in a future war. 
Carrying the theory further, if there 
were no neutrals there would be ‘no 
neutral rights to be violated on the 
high seas. | 

Freedom of seas has been a major 
principle of American foreign policy 
since the United States was founded. 
The war of 1812 with Great Britain 
was fought on that issue. In 1915-16

GEORGE WHARTON PEPPER

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(®)— 
Strong opposjion to modification of

MILL WAGE OF WOMEN 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 15.—(?)— 
A 13 per cent decline in women’s 
wages in the American cotton manu- 
facturing industry in the four years 


between 1924 and 192S was shown in 
a report made public today by the 
women’s bureau of the department of 
labor. 

The average full-time earnings per 
week in 1928 of 38,000 women in 158 
cotton mills scattered through the 11 
states surveyed by the bureau were 
$15.66. The states ineluded in the 
study, Alabama. Connecticut, Georgia, 
Maine, Massachusetts. New Hamp- 
shire, New York. North Carolina, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, employ almost. nine-tenths of 
the wage earners engaged in cotton 
manufacturing in the country. 

New Hampshire showed the high- 
est average wage for women in 1928 
with $20.31, and Alebama, with an 
average of $11.88, was the lowest. 
Rhode Island reported an average of 
$19.47; South Carolina, $12.32: Geor- 
gia, $12.77: Virginia, $14.99; North 
Carolina, $14.62. 

None of the 12 occupations for 
which women’s ‘arnings were report- 
ed escaped a decline from the 1924

Resignation of Dr. S. V. Sanford as president of the South- 
ern conference may prove, after all, to be the most important 
development of the meeting at Baton Rouge. 

Dr. Sanford was named president of the conference 
when it was formed nine years ago. He is a man of 
broad vision, a politician in the finer sense and a diplomat 
who could grace governmental service. fee 
Through nine years of the tugging and hauling of conflict- 

ing interests that unavoidably develop in such an awkward, 
unwieldy organization as the conference he has held the wheel 
and kept the ship’s head into the wind. 

Anything might have happened in some of the past 
meetings without the suave hand of Dean Sanford at the 
helm. Much constructive legislation has been enacted; 
the one-year rule and the migratory prohibition were 
measures in which the Southern ¢onference was among 
the first to adopt. : 
Under his administration the conference has taken rank with 

the major athletic bodies of America and has satisfied the de- 
mands of every unattached institution with which athletic rela- 
tions have been consummated. 

The Sanford regime also was a sort of governor that 
kept the delegates at normal speed when about to run 
away with themselves. The resolution of Major Mc- 
Kellar, of Sewanee, for instance, that would authorize 
hiring athletes is an example of radical legislation that 
was properly quashed. c 
The new president, N. W. Daugherty, of the University of 

Tennessee, must manifest all the qualities that Dr. Sanford has 
shown to keep the organization intact and a wholesome con- 
trolling body.

POTTON STUBBORN 
NDER PRESSURE 


BY GEORGE W. FOOSHE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Disap- 
pointment over the small decrease 
made by the crop reporting board in 
its forecast of yield for 1929, unfa- 
vorable standard cloth statistics for 
November issued by the Association 
of Cotton Textile Merchants, of New 
York, the small estimate of November 
domestic consumption by the New 
York Cotton Exchange trade service, 
the unsettled conditions prevailing at 
times in the securities market, and 
continued slow spinner demand for ac- 
tual cotton south contributed to the 
lower trend of prices for cotton dur- 
ing the week just ended. Selling pres- 
sure at no time, however, was heavy 
and the market enjoyed several fairly 
pronounced rallies. In the end, fu- 
tures were generally about $1.25 per 
bale net lower and only about $1.50 
per bale above the lowest prices wit- 
nessed for the current year. E 

The crop reporting board cut its es- 
timate only ,000 bales, or some- 
what less than had been expected. 
This resulted in liquidation by specu- 
lators who had bought in anticipa- 
tion of a smaller official estimate, de- 
spite the fact that the ginning figures 
released at the same time created con- 
siderable doubt that final returns of 
the census bureau would equal the 
government forecast. Rather slow 
buying on. the part of domestic and 
foreign spinners also brought about 
a moderate increase in hedge selling 
while reports from Manchester, indi- 
cating that the Master Spinners’ Fed- 
eration was contemplating a ballot on 
shorter working hours in the Ameri- 
can and Egyptian sections in Lanca- 
shire, were accompanied by moderate 
pressure from Liverpool interests. 

Little Effect. 

The fact that the standard cloth 
statistics, showing November sales to 
have been only 64.6 and shipments 
only 80.1 per cent of ~ production, 
stocks to have increased 19 per cent 
and unfilled orders to have decreascd 
13.5 per cent, did not exercise a 
more depressing influence on prices 


brought the conviction that the unfa- 


vorable features in the textile situa- 
tion had been pretty thoroughly dis- 
counted.

tant movement in prices is far more 
likely to be upward than downward. 
The technical position is one of pro- 
nounced strength aed, while no im 
portant buying by either trade of spec- 
ulative interests is in immediate pros- 
pect, it is notable that the market pos- 
sesses far less selling power than for 
a very long while.

“Coolidge preached prosperity, but 
Hoover. practices it,” observed a prom- 
inent businessman last week. His re- 
mark was prompted by a list of the 
constructive expenditures for improve- 
ments, maintenance, etc., to which 
those who gathered at President Hoo- 
vers conference had pledged the cor- 
porations or political entities that they 
represented, ; 

The total sum thus pledged amounts 
to many billions. Of course it will be 
more or less affected by the price of 
material and labor, but there is no 
doubt that a’ spending campaign has 
been inaugurated that will provide 


work for everyone and keep most of 
our productive facilities fully em- 
ployed. 

‘The solidity of a prosperity built 
upon such a foundation cannot be 
questioned until the expenditure in- 
volved becomes very extravagant. In 
this country the economic slack that 
can be taken up or let out at any 
one time is always substantial. The 
administration's effort is merely to see 
that the “letting out” is sufficient; 
in the present atmosphere of business 
there is no reason to fear that it will 
be overdone. 

Of course, the time will come when 
our wants will have been anticipated 
for two or three years ahead, but 
such a condition is a long way off, 
as we catch up with production very 
rapidly whenever a buying mood is on. 

Secondary Reaction. 

The stability of the commodity mar- 
kets and the recovery on the stock ex- 
change during the early part of last 
week both seemed to indicate a belief 


in the efficacy of the Hoover program | 


and the probability that it will bring 
about what may be called a reinfla- 
tion of the recently punctured boom, 
whose collapse excited so much dis- 
tress. It is doubtful that the later 
decline in the stock market will se- 
riously disturb this belief, for the ‘‘sec- 
ondary reaction” is recognized as in- 
evitable, and those whose optimism 
was momentarily shaken will recover 
it as soon as prices are buoyant again. 

Economists have long agreed that

One is the vol 
ume of money; the other is the ve- 
locity of circulation and the third ts 
the wage fund, which represents the 
difference between the cost of pfo- 
duction and the price at which the 
product can be sold. 

In so far as the volume of money 
and. the velocity of its circulation are 
concerned, our banking system assures 
an increase in the currency supply as 
promptly as it may be required.

The prime feature in the cotton mar- 


|ket during the past week was the 


government crop report issued = on 
fonday morning. The general ex- 
rectation of the trade was for an es- 
timate of about 14,900,000 bales, and 
this was realized as the govetn- 
ment’s estimate turned out to be 
1#.919,000 bales of 500 pounds gross 
weight. 

Prior to the reception of the re- 
port, prices had advanced slightly, but 
after the estimate was known prices 
eased off, reaching by Tuesday a low 
fur January of 16.97, or 37 points be- 
low the figures prevailing before the 
total was issued. Monday was in 
e‘fect the quietest bureau day in re- 
cent yearg As the estimate proved 
to be about what was expected, it 
ad been practically discounted, leav- 
ing little or no incentive to trade on 
either side of the account. 

Such small declines as followed the 
publication were due either to selling 
by longs who, hoped against hope 
that the estimate would prove smaller 
it was, or by recent buyers, 
discouraged at the ab- 
rerce of fresh buying as a result of 
the report. 


Later in the week prices rallied 


on the strength of the improved tech- 


nical position and owing to covering 
by short scalpers, but at no time dur- 
ing the period following the report 
did the market develop any decided 
animation. It looked like a waiting 
market but nobody could or would 
savy what was waited for. 

While there has been some _ im- 
provement in the cotton goods situa- 
tion during the week owing to lower 
prices which stimulated some demand, 
the textile situation is not satisfac- 
tory and the fear of reduced consump- 


jtion was probably responsible for the 


indisposition to trade and the bearish 
feeling that seemed to prevail among 
ring traders. Domestic spinners are 
now facing the inventory period and 
foreign spinners are not buying as 
they should. This state of affairs 
probably will last until after the turn 
of the year.
